DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants 10/05/2010 response to the previous 9/16/2010 Office action has been 
considered and entered. 

2. Claims 13 and 15-23 are pending and have been allowed as set forth below. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-10, filed 10/05/2010, with respect to the rejection set 
forth in section 5 of said previous 9/16/2010 Office action have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Accordingly said rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 13 and 15-23 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Note the 5/30/2008 allowance of the 5/12/2008 terminal disclaimer. 

b. Due to the continuity of the instant action (effective filing date= 02/16/2001) the 
closest prior art is Freishtat et al. which is commonly owned. However, neither Freishtat 
et al. nor any of the other prior art explored during the lengthy prosecution of the 
application, teach or render obvious the specific invention set forth within the claims as 
of the date of filing. That is, none of the prior art discloses or renders obvious at least the 
limitation "an interactive interface enabling the user to select view and pay itemized bills 
accessed from billing sources having Internet sites other than the first Internet site."
